OST DE WIAW---PROPAGATION FORECAST BULLETIN NR 43---ANYONE WHO OBSERVES THE UPS 
AND DOWNS OF SOLAR ACTIVITY KNOWS THAT MONTHLY CHARTS OF THE SOLAR FLUX AND OTHER 
WWV DATA WILL SHOW CONSIDERABLE SIMILARITY FROM ONE MONTH TO THE NEXT, MORE OFTEN 
THAN NOT. THE AUTHOR OF THESE BULLETINS HAS CHARTED THE WWV SOLAR FLUX, A INDEX 
AND K INDEX MONTHLY SINCE 1973. 


THESE CHARTS SHOW CONSIDERABLE SIMILARITY, PARTICULARLY IF DRAWN SO THAT 27 OR 
28-DAY INTERVALS LINE UP VERTICALLY, MAKING THE SUNS ROTATIONAL PERIOD MORE 
ORVIOUS. A SERIOUS FORECASTER WILI, KNOW THAT THE ROTATIONAL PERIOD OF THE SUN IS 
NOT TATALLY RELIABLE, HOWEVER, OUR SEPTEMBER AND OCTOBER CHARTS SHOW A TYPICAL 
RECURRENCE IN OCTOBER. AN EXTREME DISMILILARITY IS ALSO PLAIN TO SEE. A SECOND 
PEAK, IN THE OCTOBER CHART, COMES UP DIRECTLY ABOVE A DEEP VALLEY IN SEPTEMBER. 
NOTE TAKING IS ALSO USEFUL, ESPECIALLY WHEN ACTIVE AREA APPEARS, AS IN THE PAST 
WEEK. THE RARE ALIGNMENT OF THE SUN, EARTH AND MOON MENTIONED LAST WEEK,APPEARS
